Bucliiirmii Vulloy, in the South Moun- 
tulii, thin county, mid culled, nrnonK 
others, upon Hubert Illoaknoy itnd wife 
HII iiRtd nml inlelllRenl couple, whosi 
knowledRo of local history Ibcxtonslv 
and iclliible. The following article 
which wo iiroimred for tho Couw 1,1:1 
ut the time, wives tho Informntlon ob 


centers were exposed but n few Rencrn- 
lions HKO. In brlngliiK to remembrance 
the troubles of former days we mny the 
more reiidlly appreciate tliu peaceful 
times In which our lot la cust. 


At the close ot the Revolutionary 


wnr, and the conaequont cessiitlon ot 
Indian hostllitliw, all Hint pnrt of the 
Blulo of XTinr York lylti^ west of Ulicn 
wiis yot unlnhablteil by wlilto people. 
That whole forllln dlilrlot wns then 
eccuiiied by Indiiins, dwelling in nuinor- 
oua towns along tho bunks of the 
strciima and shores of the lubes, 
The 


remembrance of the atrocities commit- 
ted by those Indians, during the French 
mid llio Revolutionary wars, was so 
vivid, and the tales of. suffering ro. 
counted by thosu who had been ciiptivus 
were so burrowing, that yearn elapsed 
before adventurous pioneers summoned 
snlllBlenl cnurtigo to traverse anil ex- 
ploio Unit j'oodly land. Tlitse pioneers 
brought buck exciting reports of the 
beiuity and fertility of the country. 
Uiadually the apliil of emigration led 
to settlements. In tho wilderness. 
Here 


mid ttiore families fixed their abodes 
among the aborigines, and found they 
could do BO In siifiily. This encouraged 
many others to follow their example. 


Those who nought homes along and 


near the Gencscc river, in the territory 
now ernbruced In Oeneseo and Wyoming 
counties, soon formed the acinialulaneo 
of iv woman, tho wife of mi old Indian 
warrior, who became distinguished for 
her kindness and hospitality to the 
whiles lh.it settled in her neighborhood. 
It is said oC her that "her house wuii tlio 
stranger's home; Irom her table the 
hungry worn lofrcshed ; in all her no- 
lions alio displiiyed HO much natural 
goodm-fls of heart that her admirers In- 
creased In piopnrlinn to the extension 
of her acquaintance." This woman 
was not or Indian blood, but unmis- 
takably of white descant, and 
was 


known an "The White Woman," H,,,- 
children niul her associates were In- 
dlaim, and her dress and modo of living 
accorded with the customs of tho nbor- 
Iglncs. 
It was evident that in early life 


bottom, and the ends sewed together. 
Tills was tied on by a string Unit-was 
passed over it and around the waist, in 
such a manner as to let the bottom of 
tho petticoat down halfway between 
the knee and tho ankle, leaving ono- 
fourlli of a yard ill Ihe iop to b« turned 
down over the string, tho bottom of the 
shirt coming a little bolow and on the 
outside of the lop of the fold, so as to 
leave tho list and two or thrfo Inches 
of tho cloth uncovered. The stockings 
woro of bine broadcloth, tied or pinned 
on, reaching from Uio knees into the 
moutli of the moccasins. Around her 
lues only ahe had some rags, and over 
these her buckskin moccasins. Her 
gown wus of undressed flannel, colored 
brown. It WHS made in old Yankee 
style, with long sleeves, covered tho top 
of tho hips, and was lied In front in 
two places with alrlngi of deer skin. 
Over all this she wore an Indian blank- 
el. On her liaad sho woro a piece of old 
brown woollen cloth made somewhat 
Illcd a sun-bonnet.

The author of Ihia interesting book 


gives a somewhat minute description 
of the personal appearance, dress and 
nanner of life of the "While Woman." 
Jhls description Is so entertaining that 
: will give itln full, in thoaiitlior'sown 
nnguagn. It Is as follows : 


"In sUture ahe is very short, and con- 
Idornbly under the middlo sb.e, and 
binds tolerably erect, with her head 
tent forward, apparently from her hav. 
ng for a long timo been accustomed to 
arrying heavy burdens fastened to a 
strap placed norosa her forehead. Her 
complexion is very white for n woman 
of her ago, and although the wrinkles 
of fourscore years are deeply indented 
in her cheeks, yot the crimson of youth 
Is distinctly visible. Her eyes aro light 
blue, a little faded by age, and naturally 
brilliant and sparkling, Her sight Is 
quite dim, though utic is able to perform 
her necessary labor without the as- 
sistance of glasses, Her cheek bones 
uro high, and rather promjnont, and her 
front leeth, In Iho lower jaw, are sound 
and good. When she looks np and in 
engaged In conversation, her counte- 
nance is very expiossive ; but, from her 
lung residence with tho Indians, she 
has acquired the Imbilof peeping from 
under her eyebrows as they do, with the 
head Inclined downwards. Formerly 
her hair was of a light chestnut brawn ; 
It is now quite grey, a llttlo curled, of 
middling length, and tied in a bunch 
behind. She never wore a cap nor a 
comb. 


"She spoaks English plainly and dis- 


llnctly, with a littlo of the Irish cm- 
plmalg, and has tho use of words so 
well as to lender herself Intelligible on 
any subject with which sho Is acquaint- 


"Her neighbors speak of her as pos- 


sessing one of Lho happiest tcmpeis and 
dispositions, and give her tliu name of 
never having done a censurable act to 
their knowledge,. 


"Ilor diiughteis arc said to be active 


and enterprinlng woman. Her giand- 
HOIIS who have arrived to manhood, are 
considered able, decent and respectable 
men In their tribe. 


"Her Ideas of religion correspond In 


eveiy respecl with those, of Iho great 
mass of tho Senecas, to which tribe she 
belongs. She applauds virtue and de- 
spises vice. She tellevcs in a future 
Htati), in which the good will be happy 
and Uio bad miserable ; and that Urn 
acquisition of Una happiness depends 
primarily upon human volition, and 
the consequent good deeds of the happy 
rccipien' of blessedness. To tho doc- 
trines of the Christian religion she is a 
stranger." 


Having thus a description ot Mary 


Jemlson by one who knew her in her 
old age ; having learned who and what 
she was at tho time she narrated to

It cannot ba reasonably supposed 
that u person of her uge has kept the 
events of seventy years in so complete a 
chain as to bo able to assign to each Its 
•proper time and place ; yet her memory 
and recollection exceeded my expecta- 
tion. 


"She walks wllh a quick stop without 


a stuff, and can yol cross a stream on a 
log or pole us steadily us any other per- 
son, 


"Her passions are easily excited. At 


n number of periods in her narrative 
tears trickled down her grief-worn 
cheek, and at the same time a rising 
sigh would stop her utleranct>. 


"Industry is a virtue she has uni- 


formly practiced from , the day of her 
adoption by the Indians to the present. 
She pounds her samp or hominy, cooks 
for herself, gathers and chops wood, 
f,eeds |ier cattle and poultry, and per- 
forms, other laborious services. Last 
season sho planted, tended and gathered 
corn ; in short, she Is always busy. 


"Her dress, at the time I saw her, 


was made and worn after the Indian 
fasliion, and consisted of a shirt, abort 
gown, petticoat, stockings, moccasins, 
» blanket and a bonnet. The 'shirt was • 
of cotton, and, as I was Informed, made 
at the lop like utBuu's, without collar 
or sleeves, It waa open in front, and 
extended down about mddw«y of the 
hips. . The petticoat .was a piece of 
broad-cloth with the list at the top and
